containing its order of June 27. 1907, 
and the report of the failure o: liit 
railroad company to obey this order, 
under date of March 26. 190S. together 
with a letter of the commission ol 
April 1. UH'S. 


"It appears that the Nashville, Chat- 


tanooga & St. Louis Railway company 
has not complied with the order of 
the commission to lurnish the same 
facilities to colored passengers paying 
rirst-class fare that are furnished to 
white passengers paying first-class 
fare 


"From time to time various com- 


plaints have been m:\de to me by re- 
putable colored people that accommo- 
dations furnished to colored persons 
on certain railways are filthy, and in- 
adequate compared to the same ac- 
commodations furnished to white pas- 
sengers paying the same fare. 


"The commission has taken what Is 


unquestionably the right ground: That 
where separate accommodations are 
provided for white and colored pas- 
sensit-rs the accommodations for col- 
ored passengers shall be as good as 
those furnished to white passengers 
for the same money. 


"In other words, while there is noth- 


ing in the law which forbids separate 
accommodations, 
these 
accommoda 


tions must be equal. This principle 
of equality of accommodation is set 
out explicitly in various state laws. 


"For instance, the code of the state 


of Alabama provides that tiijr-. snail 
be "equal but separate accoiii." i»a 
tions for the white and colored races 
fay providing two or more passenger 
cars for each passenger train or bj 
dividing the passenger cars by parti- 
tions." 


"The action of the commission has 


simply been to insist that the accom- 
modations be equal in convenience 
and comfort, for the same money, 
wherever the Fcpa:: I ;n io made.

"'In this particular case where the 


railway has neglected to comply with 
the order of the commission, it is im 
portant that compliance with this 
order be immediately obtained. 


'"I suggest that you proceed to en 


force the order by injunction proceed- 
ings unless in your judgment some 
other course is preferable."

Boston. April 13.—An apparently In* 
Bignificant fire, which started 
among 
rags on a dump in the city of Chelsea, 
was fanned by a northwest gale into 
a 
conflagration 
which 
obliterated 
nearly one-third of the city. Five hun- 
dred dwelling houses and public build- 
ings 
were 
destroyed, 
1500 
families 
were driven from their habitations and 
lo.ono people 
made 
homeless. 
Two 
lives are known to have been lost, and 
it was reported that two other persons 
had perished, one a woman, 
having 
shot herself in a frenzy over her in- 
ability to save her property. From fifty 
to seventy-five persons were injured. 
The loss is estimated at $G.OOO,000. and 
the insurance at $3.500,000. 


In the confusion attending the sit- 
uation accurate estimates of the loss 
were impossible. The city solicitor es- 
timates it at nearly $10,000,000. 


The fire, which was the worst that 
Greater Boston has known in many 
years, raged 
before a forty-five-mile 
gale^for more than twelve hours, defy- 
ing the utmost efforts of the combined 
fire departments of Chelsea and sev- 
eral nearby cities and a large detach- 
ment of Boston firemen and anparatus. 


Marines 
with 
fixed 
bayonets 
held 
back the crowds, while the militia and 
sailors helped families remove 
theii 
goods. Advance squads of the militia 
and police were sent ahead 
warning 
out families living in the path of the 
fire, 
which leaped block after block 
with astonishing rapidity. The crowds 
generally were easily handled. 
Occa 
sionally 
some 
excited 
house 
ownei 
would 
burst 
through 
the 
cordon 
ol 
militia 
and markies to dash 
into a 
house for some forgotten 
valuables 
but the presence of so many uniformed 
guards overawed the rougher element 
The fire started on the marshes bor- 
dering the eastern division tracks oi 
the Boston & Maine railroad in the 
rear of the Boston Blacking company's 
works, where employes were at work 
drying out rags. The exact cause ol 
the fire is not known, but it is sup 
posed 
that 
spontaneous 
combustiOD 
among the rags was responsible. 


High Wind Fanned Flames. 


A high wind, blowing at forty-five 
miles an hour from 
the 
northwesi 
drove the flames from the rag heaps 
directly upon the wooden buildings oJ 
the Boston Blacking company. 
The 
buildings were soon a mass of 
flames 
and as the surrounding property con 
sisted largely of wooden buildings used 
for the storage of rags, the fire de 
partment realized that a serious fire 
v/as threatened and a general 
alarm 
was sounded. Soon a dozen ^factories 
and cheaper tenement houses west oJ 
Everett avenue were in fiâmes and tht 
firemen 
saw that they were 
utterly 
unable to cope with the conflagration 
By requisitioning ambulances from 
surrounding towns and cities and call 
ing into service all available carriages 
the police were able to speedily 
r e 
move the Inmates of the Frost hospital 
and the Children's hospital outside the 
city limits to retreats 'of safety. 
It 
was none too soon, for both hospital 
buildings were shortly consumed. 


In the meantime Broadway and the 
water front, the southern section oJ 
the city, was in flames. No one knew^ 
where the fire would spring up next 
Householders piling up their goods out 
of doors occasionally found a mattress 
in flames in the middle of the street 
All the firemen were in the center ol 
the city and a half mile square of the 
residential section was in 
flames 
and 
no protection 
available or 
possible. 
Men^ women and children ran around 
the streets begging some one to call 
the firemen, but there were no 
firemen 
to respond. All the money men pos- 
sessed was offered teamsters to cart 
away household goods, but there were 
few teams to be had. 


Long Line of Refugees. 
Over Chelsea bridge into East Bos- 
ton streamed a long line of fire refu- 
gees lugging what few household ef- 
fects they were able to save. 
Push 
carts, drays and even baby carriages 
were piled high with furniture and 
bedding. 
Hundreds of persons carried 
huge bundles tied up in sheets. These 
were mostly gray-headed women of the 
foreign class. One old woman 
stag- 
gered under a large bundle of clothes I 
and bedding, in the midst of 
which' 
could be seen the wondering face of a 
bab;- 
too frightened to cry. 
Among 
these poor people there did not seem 
to be any panic. There was no crying 
or wringing of bands. All seemed too 
stunned by the disaster that had wiped 
out their homes. These people seemed 
mostly 
of the poorer 
classes, 
who 
could not afford to lose what 
little 
they possessed, with 
factories 
and 
mills closed or earnings reduced 
by 
half-time work. 


The greatest damage was done when 
the fire reached City Hall square. The 
First 
Baptist church, a lofty 
brick 
building, first caught fire on the high- 
est part of the spire. Soon the roof 
was in flames, and in the space of a 


few moments every building in 
the 
square with the exception of the city 
hall building was in 
flames. 


City Hall In Ruins. 


For n time it looked as if the mag- 
nificent city hall structure, built 
of 
brick and 
saparated from all 
other 
buildings by a wide area, might 
be 
saved. 
The hope was but momentary, 
however, for a tiny 
flickering 
flame 


^^as seen gaining headway under the 
roping of the cupola. Gathering force 
In the mighty wind, the flame licked 
the 
cupola. 
Next the elements 
se- 
cured control of the interior of 
the 
city hall, and then the entire structure 
was swept 
away, and a dozen 
new 
buildings in the vicinity had become 
Ignited from the sparks and heat. 


Within a half hour in this one square 
four churches and the city hall were 
levelled to the ground. 


Down Maverick. Congress and Es- 
sex streets the fire went by leaps and 
bounds. 


It was the same story 
throughout 
the whole southeast side. House after 
house caught fire, and where a few 
moments before men Uad been storing 
their household 
goods in the 
street 
and watching the distant 
flames 
to< 
ward the heart of the city, now might 
be seen whole 
streets 
wrapped 
in 
flames 
their entire distance.

Farming on the Yukon. 


W. M. Swinehart has compiled for 


publication the results of his experi- 
ence in farming at Fort Selkirk, and 
these show that, taking one season 
with another, the crops raised and the 
prices received for the product are 
sufficient to cause the average farmer 
m the States to look to the North 
with envy. 
Oat hay, the chief crop 


produced, yields about three ton 
the acre, and sells 
readily in 


spring at from $100 to S125 per ton. 
Demand has never been lacking for 
all the hay the farm produces, since 
the Dawson-White Horse stage line 
on which from 250 to 400 horses are 
used every winter for ssveral months 
passes within a few miles of the 
farm. 
Potatoes yield from three to 


five tons to the acre and bring as 
much as twenty-five cents a pound. 
The average price for a series of 
v ears has been a fraction over twentv 
cents a pound. Rutabagas yield sii 
tons to the acre, and sell for six c«nts 
a pound, or 3,20 an acre. Carrot* 
yield _three tons to the acre and sell 
tor fifteen cents a pound, a return of 
S90Q per acre. Cabbages vary in pro- 
duction according to season, "ranging 
from three to eight tons to the acre 
and the price ranges from fifteen to 
twenty cents per pound. 
It is an 


exceptional season when the Swine- 
hart farm does not net its owners an 
income of $10,000.— Seattle Post In- 
telligencer.

Given 
these circumstances, 
-v^hat can 
the 
poor wretch do but become a clerk? 


"In a genteel modification of this 
course I became a clerk myself. My 
father was a corn merchant and mill 
owner, and, like ninety-nine men out 
of a hundred, pursued a routine he 
didn't know anything about and at- 
tributed 
his difficulties 
vaguely to 
want of capital. 
He landed In the 
Bankruptcy Court, and as a result 
I spent four and a half years in an 
office before I was twenty years old. 


"I may have bad a comparatively 
easy time, but 
I didn't get 
much 
pay—as a clerk, of course, I 
was 
always 
'learning'—even 
though 
I 
reached a position of responsibility,' 
One of the worst things about being 
a clerk, I found, was that I always 
dreamed 
myself 
back In the office 
during sleeping hours, my employer 
thus swindling me by annexing a por- 
tion of my out-of-oflice time. 


"One of my clerkly acquaintances 
was 
an 
ancient 
bookkeeper—long 
since dead—whom I asked one day if 
he intended to make a bookkeeper of 
nis son. 
He was usually mild-man- 
nered but suddenly he became vehe- 
ment to the verge of fury and de- 
clared that rather than see his son 
a clerk he would have let him die in 
the cradle. I wondered whether there 
was any clerk alive who really liked 
being a clerk and who would choose 
that occupation for his son.

Characteristic Fo'dngUp of Eng­ 
lish Middle-Class Clerks by th* 
Famous Irish Author, 


In consequence of the great changes 
In the shape of Vesuvius, caused by 
the eruption of 1906, the Italian Mili­ 
tary Geographical Institute has made 
a new survey of the famous volcano. 
The extreme height of the mountain 
is now 1223 meters, instead of 1335 
meters. 
The crater rim has become 
more irregular, with a diameter of 
725 meters from N. N. E. to S. S. W .# 
and 645 meters from N. W. to S. E. 
At lower levels all the contours have 
been enlarged, and the depression be­ 
tween the Atrio del Cavallo and the 
Valle dell’ Inferno has been filled up 
to the extent of from five to fifty me­ 
ters. 


A study of the great collection of 
meteorites in the Natural History 
Museum of Vienna leads Dr. F. Ber- 
werth to the interesting conclusion 
that meteoritic iron, as it falls from 
the sky, and the various steels pro­ 
duced in our modern steel works are 
the 
results 
of 
essentially similar 
chemical and physical causes. 
One 
of the most striking characteristics 
noted in meteoritic iron is the pres­ 
ence of a considerable quantity of 
nickel. But the mechanism, by means 
of which nature, operating in celestial 
space, has produced what is virtually 
nickel steel, remains to be explained.

based on a chapter in his life and 
apparently intended to call attention 
to his greatness. But, on closer scru­ 
tiny, all of this is seen to be one of 
Mr. Shaw’s characteristic showman’s 
tricks for arousing his reader’s in­ 
terest 
before preaching 
a serious 
doctrine. 


So, after leading up to a hard rap 
a t the poor middle class parents who 
overestimate the dignity of clerk­ 
ships and underestimate the dignity 
of labor, Mr. Shaw continues: 


“You 
cannot make 
an Arab a 
clerk; you 
cannot make 
a North 
American a clerk, but you can make 
an imperial 
Englishman 
a 
clerk 
quite easily. 
All you have to is to 
drop him into a poor middle class 
family with a father who cannot af­ 
ford to keep him, give him capital 
to start life with or carry his educa­ 
tion beyond the elementary stage, but 
who would yet be disgraced if the 
son became a workingman. 
Given 
these circumstances, w hat can the 
poor wretch do but become a clerk? 


"In a genteel modification of this 
course I became a clerk myself. My 
father was a corn merchant and mill 
owner, and, like ninety-nine men out 
of a hundred, pursued a routine he 
didn't know anything about and at­ 
tributed 
his difficulties 
vaguely to 
want of capital. 
He landed In the 
Bankruptcy Court, and as a result 
I spent four and a half years in an 
office before I was twenty years old. 


"I may have had a comparatively 
easy time, but I didn’t get much 
pay— as a clerk, of course, I was 
always 
‘learning’— even 
though I 
reached a position of responsibility. 
One of the worst things about being 
a clerk, I found, was that I always 
dreamed myself back in the office 
during sleeping hours, my employer 
thus swindling me by annexing a por­ 
tion of my out-of-oflice time. 


“ One of my clerkly acquaintances 
was 
an 
ancient 
bookkeeper— long 
since dead— whom I asked cne day if 
he intended to make a bookkeeper of 
his son. 
He was usually mild-man­ 
nered but suddenly he became vehe­ 
ment to the verge of fury and de­ 
clared that rather than see his son 
a clerk he would have let him die in 
the cradle. I wondered whether there 
wras any clerk alive who really liked 
being a clerk and who would choose 
that occupation for his son. 


"W hen the bookkeeper died my 
employer offered me his job, but I 
refused. 
He wanted my place for a 
relative."— London 
Correspondence 
of the New York Times.

In the United States to-day there 
are over 175,000 lawyers— more than 
in any other profession or calling 
save teaching and medicine.

tion to this number there are thou­ 
sands of young men in law offices and 
colleges educating themselves for the 
law— a mighty army of legal repre­ 
sentatives and preparing to fight the 
battles of life. 


In one city alone there are over 
10,000 
lawyers, 
three-fourths 
of 
whom are wholly dependent upon the 
incomes from their practice 
as a 
means of livelihood. 
While from 
thirty to fifty per cent, are successful 
practitioners with good incomes and 
a monopoly upon the better class of 
law business it is safe to say that the 
remaining fifty per cent, make on an 
average less than $1200 a year. 


In many law offices in our larger

or machinist earns from $3 to $10 a 
day. 


Many business men command sala­ 
ries of from $5000 to $25,000 a year. 
A traveling salesman sells goods on 
commission and earns from $1000 to 
$5000 a year and perhaps more,

these show that, taking one season 
with another, the crops raised and the 
prices received for the product are 
sufficient to cause the average farmer 
in the States to look to the North 
with envy. 
Oat hay, the chief crop 
produced, yields about three tons to 
the acre, and 
sells 
readily In the 
spring at from $100 to $125 per ton. 
Demand has never been lacking for 
all the hay the farm produces, since 
the Dawson-White Horse stage line, 
on which from 250 to 400 horses are 
used every winter for several months, 
passes within a few miles of the 
farm. 
Potatoes yield from three to 
five tons to the acre and bring as 
much as twenty-five cents a pound. 
The average price for a series of 
years has been a fraction over twenty 
cents a pound. 
Rutabagas yield six 
tons to the acre, and sell for six cents 
a pound, or $720 an acre. 
Carrots 
yield threo tons to the acre and sell 
for fifteen cents a pound, a return of 
$900 per acre. Cabbages vary in pro­ 
duction according to season, ranging 
from three to eight tons to the acre 
and the price ranges from fifteen to 
twenty cents per pound. 
It is an 
exceptional season when the Swine­ 
hart farm does not net its owners an

England’s Volcanic Fires. 


A 
burning 
cliff 
which 
recently 
aroused fenrs of a volcanic explosion 
at Lyme Regis, England, hai? called 
renewed attention to a kind of earth 
lire, not connected with volcanoes, 
of which a few earlier examples have 
been «mown. 
This phenomenon was 
observed nearly twenty years ago in 
another cliff of shale 
about 
three 
miles from the same spot, and si ill 
earlier the smoldering fires in a cliff 
of dark blue clay on the eastern side 
of Weymouth bay attracted much at­ 
tention. 
The primary cause of such 
outbursts seems to be the oxidation 
of iron pyrites, which is often abund­ 
ant in smiles and dark clays. 
The 
heat generated may become sufficient 
to set fire to some of the sulphur dis< 
tilled out, yielding smoke and sul­ 
phurous fumes and the bitumen of 
some shales may add other inflam­ 
mable material. 
A British geologist 
suggests 
that 
rpontaneous combus­ 
tion in the latest case has been di­ 
rectly due to the effect on the de­ 
composing pyrites of extreme atmos­ 
pheric changes, the heavy rains that 
that have followed a fairly hot 'sum­ 
mer, or possibly to the action of the 
sea. 


Trusts in Germany. 


The trust proper is less highly de­ 
veloped in Germany than in America, 
but in nearly every branch of indus­ 
try syndicates, agreements and con­ 
ventions or “kartells,” as they are 
termed, are 
controlling 
largely the 
business situation. 
There is nothing 
in German law to forbid any agree­ 
m ent among manufacturers or dealers 
in regard to prices and terms as long 
as it does not fall within the limits 
of the term “unfairness in trade” or 
is not “contrary to good morals.”

COURTESY FROM THE YOUNG TO THE OLD. 


By MARION HARLAND. 


Capital Punishment. 


According to the World Almanac 
tho following states have abolished 
capital punishment: 
Maine, 
Michi­ 
gan, 
Wisconsin, 
Rhode Island 
and 
Kansas. 
It is understood that Kansas 
has no statute abolishing the death 
penalty, but no governor will sign a 
death w arrant on account of the pre­ 
cedent of former 
chief 
executives. 
Colorado and Iowa have both restored 
it after a brief period of abolition. 
Ohio is now agitating the abolition 
of the -death penalty. 


The pessimist, reading the heading 
of this chapter, would be inclined to 
ask if one writes nowadays of a lost 
quantity. 
While we do not consider 
the grace of courtesy as entirely lost, 
we are at times tempted to think that 
it has “gone before,” and so far be­ 
fore that it is lost slight of by the ris­ 
ing* generation. 


The days have passed when 
the 
hoary head was a crown of glory, as 
the royal preacher declares. 
Lt is cer­ 
tain that if it is a crown, it is one 
before which tho youth of the twentieth 
century do not bow. 


Before we condemn the young un­ 
sparingly for their lack of reverence, 
we must look at the other side of the 
question. 
Today 
there 
are few old 
people. 
First, there is youth. That 
lasts almost until one is a grandpar­ 
ent; then one is middle-aged. 
No one 
is old—at least few will acknowledge 
it. The Woman of forty-five is on ‘the 
shady side of thirty,” she of sixty-five 
is “on the down-slope from fifty.” And 
even when the age is announced, one 
is reminded that “a woman is only as 
old as she feels.” There is sound com­ 
mon sense in all this. Can not we af­ 
ford to snap our fingers at Father 
Time and his laws, when the law with­ 
in ourselves tells us the principle that 
bids us shut our eyes at the figure on 
the milestone we are passing is a good 
one. As long as we feel fresh still for 
the journey, as long as every step is 
a pleasure, what difference if the walk 
has been five miles long or fifteen? We 
judge of the strain by the effect it has 
had on us. 
If we feel unwearied and 
ready for miles and miles ahead of us, 
who shall say that the walk has been 
ten miles long when we are conscious 
in our energetic limbs that it has only 
been two delightful miles?

Not 
long ago I witnessed the chagrin of a 
woman of thirty-five who rose and 
gave her seat in a street car to a wo­ 
man who was, if one may judge by 
the false standard of appearances, at 
least fifteen years her senior. The elder­ 
ly woman flushed indignantly. 


“Pray keep your seat, m adam!” she 
commanded in stentorian tones. 
‘‘I 
may be gray-haired, but I am not old 
or decrepit!” 


She of thirty-five had cast her pearls 
of courtesy before swine, and assuredly 
they had been trampled underfoot. 


One point in which Young America 
displays vulgarity is in the habit of 
interrupting older 
people. 
Interrup­ 
tions, we of a former generation «were 
taught, are rude. 
That is a forgotten 
fact in many so-called polite circles. 
And when people do not interrupt they 
seem to be waiting for the 
person 
speaking to finish what he has to say 
in order to “cut in” (no other expres­ 
sion describes it fitly) with some new 
and original remark. 
That is, appar­ 
ently, the only reason that one listens 
to others—just for the sake of having 
come one to answer. The world is full 
of things, and getting fuller every day, 
and unless one talks most of the time 
he will never be able to air his opinions 
on all points.

Therefore, as the man gets 
old, his nature comes to the front, and, 
too often, the courtesies that were 
pinned on him by a loving wife, and 
kept polished up by her, drop off and 
he does not want to bother to have 
them re-adjusted. Consequently, he of­ 
ten has habits that are not pretty. 
He 
is irascible; he is intolerant 
with 
youth, and, now that he is laid aside, 
he likes to tell of what he did when 
he was as active as the young men 
about him. 
Dear young people, let 
him talk! 
Listen to him, and remem­ 
ber that at your age he was just as 
agreeable as you. 
Consider, too, that 
if, when you are old, you would es­ 
cape being the self-absorbed being you 
think him, you would do well now to 
begin to avoid the selfishness and self­ 
absorption that you find make the old 
man objectionable. 
Practice on him, 
and he will in his old age still be do­ 
ing a good work. 


It is not pleasant to feel old, to know 
that you are set aside in the minds of 
others as “a has been.” There are few 
more cruel lessons given to human 
beings to learn in this hard school we 
call life. 
And this task has 
to 
be 
learned when strength and courage 
wane, and the grasshopper is a bur­ 
den.

for that end, or a peaceful loitering on 
a road that shall be a foretaste of a 
Land in which no one ever grows old.

HE most familiar excuse advanced by imperialists is that if we 


do not hold the Philippine Islands some other nation will grab 
them. 
This is like excusing the stealing of a horse on the 


ground that some one else would have stolen him. 
This is not 


a necessary alternative; we cai\ protect the Philippine Islands 
better when they are independent than we can when they are 
colonies. 
If we give them independence they will have their 
national pride to inspire them and their own soldiers to assist us, whereas 
we must now keep a part of our army there to protect the government. 
There are eight million Filipinos on the island and they could organize an 
army of defense of several hundred thousand. 
These soldiers, led if neces* 
sary by American officers, could present a very formidable opposition to any 
attack upon their independence. 
When we remember the fight which they 
made against us when they were almost without arms, we can estimate their 
efficiency as allies when properly equipped and drilled. 


But even better than guardianship would be the policy »of neutralization.

Syndicate Takes $10,000,000 Contract 
for Reclaiming Flooded Lands. 


It is announced that an American 
syndicate has taken a contract for the 
construction of a fleet of dredges which 
will be utilized 
for 
deepening 
the 
Jhelum River, 
flowing 
through 
the 
north Indian valley of Cashmere, In­ 
dia, and preventing the annual floods 
of a most disastrous nature, involving 
great loss of crops and hardships to 
the people. 
The contract involves an 
outlay of $10,000,000. 


The only method of protecting the 
valley from these visitations, according 
to experts, is 
to 
provide 
sufficient 
drainage to carry off all surplus wa­ 
ter, and this can only be done by deep­ 
ening and grading the Jhelum River 
for many miles. 
American dredges 
will be used, and will also be brought 
into requisition for the construction 
of a twenty-five-mile spill channel to 
carry off some of the flood water. This 
will save the valley* from the floods 
and eventually reclaim some 100,000 
acres of fertile soil now useless. 


The cause of these floods is attrib­ 
uted to the tens of thousands of goats, 
which are annually permitted to in­ 
vade the hills surounding the valley. 
These animals devour the verdure on 
the hillsides and loosen huge quanti­ 
ties of small stones and gravel. Wlien 
the heavy rains come thousands of 
tons of the 
disintegrated 
soil 
are 
washed down into the valley, there be­ 
ing no vegetation to retain it, with the 
result that the water courses are rap­ 
idly silting up and the outfall of the 
river is rapidly being blocked. 


For the purpose of generating elec­ 
tric energy to operate the dredging 
plant, and also to feed with current a 
200-mile railroad to be built, a power 
plant initially equipped with 20,000 
horse-power of American machinery is 
being installed. 


The fleet will be under the supervi­ 
sion of L. A. Dosy, who was in charge 
of the St. 
Lawrence River dredging 
work. 
He will be assisted by a num­ 
ber of American mechanics and line­ 
men.—New York Tribune.

kind of flour for cake-making. 
In 


Central Africa certain tribes make 
them into thick brown soup. 
In 


Madagascar they are baked in huge 
•jars, then fried in grease and mixed 
with rice. 
In Algeria they are sim- 


ply boiled in water and salted to 
taste. 
The Arabs grind and bake 


them as cakes, roast them in butter, 
or crush them with camel's cheese 
and dates; but it is said that they 
only resort to this fare in years of 
famine. 
In Southern Russia, where 


locusts are still extensively eaten by 
the serfs, the insects are usually 
smoked in the first instance like fish. 
When required for consumption, the 
legs and wings are broken off, and 
the bodies are then boiled, roasted, 
stewed, fried or broiled. 


According to Mr. P. L. Simmonds, 


•who made an exhaustive study of 
strange kinds of animal food, the 
flavor of locusts, while strong and 
disagreeable when raw, becomes mild 
and readily disguised when cooked. 
In fact, from his own experience, and 
that of several of his friends -whom 
he induced to partake of the fare, he 
assures us that a broth made by boil- 
ing the unfledged Calopteri (a Rocky 
Mountain species) for two hours in 
the proper quantity of water, and 
seasoned only with pepper and salt, is 
quite palatable and scarcely to be 
distinguished from beef broth. From 
the same authority we learn that lo- 
custs, fried in their own oil, and -path 
the addition of a little salt, have 
quite a nutty flavor, and are by no 
means unpleasant eating. Indeed, the 
flavor very quickly becomes an ~ac- 
quired taste/' and the experienced lo- 
cust eater grows very fond of it. That 
a judicious course of locust fare is 
wholesome and nourishing cannot be 
doubted, for locust-eating tribes in- 
variably grow fat when the food is 
plentiful. Moreover, it has been sug- 
gested 
that these insects, 
nicely 


cooked and served, would prove bene- 
ficial in cases of wasting disease. 


Apart from, locusts, the most pop- 


ular insect food consists of grubs and 
caterpillars, of which many species 
are eaten with avidity in different 
countries of the civilized world. Few 
people realize that the grub of the 
common 
cockchafer 
(Melolontha), 


•when properly dressed, forms a nu- 
tritious and actually dainty food. Tet 
such is unquestionably 
the case. 


Twenty years . or so ago. a banquet 
was given at the Cafe Custoza in 
Paris for the special purpose of dem- 
onstrating the excellent qualities of 
the ver bianc, as this grub is called. 
The insects were fried to a golden 
brown color in a paste of flour, milk 
and eggs; and of the fifty guests pres- 
ent, the majority called for a second 
helping. 
A recipe for cooking these 


grubs, which is still extensively em- 
ployed in certain parts of France, is 
as follows: 
'•Roll the vers blancs, 


are short and fat, in flour and 


bread crumbs, with a little salt and 
pepper, and wrap them in a stout 
piece of paper, well buttered inside. 
Place it in the hot embers, and leave 
it to cook for twenty minutes, more 
or less, according to the degree Of 
heat. On opening the envelope a very 
appetizing odor exhales, which dis- 
poses one favorably to taste the deli- 
cacy, vrhich tvill be more appetizing 
than snails, and will be declared one 
of the finest delicacies ever tasted."5

The bodies are then pounded into a 
pulp in a wooden vessel, and after- 
ward made into cakes. 


Among the insects that are eaten 


it is necessary to include the famou: 
grugru, or palm grub, of the Wes 
Indies, with the allied species founc 
in Java. These grubs, when roastec 
on tiny spits and rich!?- spiced, are 
said to surpass all other kinds of ani 
mal food in flavor. This, however 
appears to be an acquired taste, for 
the traveler Leblond, who ate them in 
the Isle of Reunion, says that at first 
he thought them disgusting, but that 
after a little time he grew accus- 
tomed to them, and found them ex- 
cellent. 


Many other insects have ceen, and 


are, used as dainties. The ancient 
Greeks -were very fond of cicadas, 
or harvest Sies—insects of a. very 
wide geographical range, whose shrill 
iote is a familiar 
country 
sound 


throughout the Southern States dur- 
ing the summer season. Cicadas are 
also eaten to-day by certain African 
tribes. The Greeks also were eaters 
of crickets; nor are these insects 
neglected at the present day, for the 
natives of a large portion of South- 
eastern Africa dig up a large subter- 
ranean species, and roast it over 
bright fire for food. 


In China, where almost every kind 


of animal food, whether predisposing 
in aspect or the reverse, finds a ready 
market, the chrysalids or silkworms 
are regarded as a luxury by the lowsr 
classes. They are sold in the streets 
—after the valuable cocoons of yel- 
low silk have been removed from 
them—and find willing buyers at a 
price equal to about ten cents per 
pound. As to their edible qualities, 
nothing can be said, for no civilized 
being has proved bold enough to taste 
the dish. 
The mere fact that the 


chrysalids are relished by the Chinese 
goes for nothing, it being impossible 
to place any confidence in the national 
palate of a race which actually raises 
the grubs of bluebottle flies in heaps 
of putrid fish near the seacoast, and 
values the produce mere highly than 
the facility of obtaining it would lead 
us to believe.

Dcvlrc AVhich Catchcs En^ifnocr's AU 
tention When Approacliing Signals. 


Germany recently has been having 
its share of the same epidemic of rail- 
road 
disasters 
which 
aroused 
the 
American public a year ago, and tho 
large number of accidents which were 
traced to the failure of engine drivers 
to see signals has caused the Prussian 
Railway Administration to adopt a 
new signal apparatus. 
The feature 
of the new system lies in the warning 
given the 
ensxineer that he 
is 
ap- 
proaching a signal about 110 yards 
before the signal 
itself is 
actually 
reached. 
This is accomplished by the 
use of an electric cab signal system, 
which rouses the driver's 
attention 
by ringing a bell and 
exposing 
a 
white slide directly before his eyes in 
the cab. 
With 
his attention 
thus 
stimulated the driver will have no ex- 
cuse for running by a signal In a fog. 
This combination of outside and in- 
side apparatus does away with the ob- 
jection railroad men have made to 
signal devices before the engineer's 
eyes In the rah. which they believed 
would tend to make him pay less at- 
tention to the line or road stretching 
before him. 
Watching from the loco- 
motive is absolutely necessary for the 
safety of the train, and would grad- 
ually be left unperformed if attention 
was distracted entirely to the little 
signal apparatus In the cab. 


The apparatus now used In Prussia 
on several railroads is as follows: At 
a fixed distance from the signal post 
two parallel iron bars with a small 
space 
between 
them 
are 
mounted 
along 
the 
track 
for several yards. 
There Is attached to the locomotive 
an arm which carries a bristly broom 
made of pliable copper wires. 
The 
passage of this broom between 
the 
Iron bars produces a contact which is 
Intense and free from concussion. 
An 
electrical 
action 
follows 
upon 
the 
mechanism in the cab, a bell sounds, 
and a white slide replaces a red. 
The 
sign remains plainly visible to the eye 
until the engineer presses a button. 
He knows definitely that a signal Is to 
be expected, and if he cannot clearly 
make out the order intended will stop 
the train.—New York Times.

the same authority we learn that lo- 
custs, fried in their own oil, and with 
the 
addition 
of a little salt, 
have 
quite a nutty flavor, and are by no 
means unpleasant eating. Indeed, the 
flavor 
very quickly becomes an "ac- 
quired taste," and the experienced lo- 
cust eater grows very fond of it. That 
a judicious course of locust fare is 
wholesome and nourishing cannot be 
doubted, for locust-eating tribes in- 
variably grow fat when the food is 
plentiful. 
Moreover. It has been sug- 
gested 
that 
these 
insects, 
nicely 
cooked and served, would prove bene- 
ficial in cases of wasting disease. 


Apart from locusts, the most pop- 
ular insect food consists of grubs and 
caterpillars, of which many species 
are eaten with avidity in different 
countries of the civilized world. 
Few 
people realize that the grub of the 
common 
cockchafer 
(Melolontha), 
when properly dressed, forms a nu- 
tritious and actually dainty food. Yet 
such 
Is 
unquestionably 
the 
case. 
Twenty years or so ago. a banquet 
was 
given at tho Cafe Custoza In 
Paris for the special purpose of dem- 
onstrating the excellent qualities of 
the ver blanc, as this grub is called. 
The insects were fried to a golden 
brown color in a paste of flour, milk 
and eggs; and of the fifty guests pres- 
ent, the majority called for a second 
helping, 
A recipe for cooking these 
grubs, which Is still extensively em- 
ployed In certain parts of France, is 
as follows: 
"Roll the vers blancs, 
which are short and fat, in flour and 
bread crumbs, with a little salt and 
pepper, and wrap them in a stout 
piece of paper, well buttered }pslde. 
Place it in the hot embers, and leave 
it to cook for twenty minutes, more 
or less, according to the degree of 
heat. 
On opening the envelope a very 
appetizing odor exhales, which dis- 
poses one favorably to taste the deli- 
cacy, which will be more appetizing 
than snails, and will be declared one 
of the finest delicacies ever tasted." 


That 
tho 
ancient 
Romans 
were 
very partial to a large wood-boring 
grub as a .dainty is certain, but exact- 
ly what this insect was has never yet 
been 
satisfactorily 
explained. 
The 
Romans called It "Cossus;" but the 
CosBUs of our day Is the grub of the 
large goat moth, at times so destruc- 
tive to fruit trees. 
This insect pos- 
sesses a very 
objectionable 
odor, 
which seems to indicate an equally 


of 
crickets; 
nor 
are these 
insects 
neglected at the present day, for the 
natives of a large portion of South- 
eastern Africa dig up a large subter- 
ranean species, and roast It over a 
bright fire for food. 


In China, where almost every kind 
of animal food, whether predisposing 
in aspect or the reverse, finds a ready 
market, the chrysalids or silkworms 
are regarded as a luxury by the lower 
classes. 
They are sold in the streets 
—after the valuable cocoons of yel- 
low silk have been 
removed 
from 
them—and find willing buyers at a 
price equal to about ten cents per 
pound. 
As to their edible qualities, 
nothing can be said, for no civilized 
being has proved bold enough to taste 
the dish. 
The mere fact that 
the 
chrysalids are relished by the Chinese 
goes for nothing, it being impossible 
to place any confidence in the national 
palate of a race which actually raises 
the grubs of bluebottle flies in heaps 
of pxitrid fish near the seacoast, and 
values the produce mere highly than 
the facility of obtaining it would lead 
us to believe. 


It is related by M. Daguin 
that 
French peasant children are In the 
habit of catching wild bees for the 
purpose of sqeezlng from them the 
minute store of honey which each has 
collected. 
This reminds one of the 
use made of the Mexican honey ant. 
Those who have paid any attention 
to the natural history of this remark- 
able insect will be aware that certain 
Individuals in Its colonies have the 
power of drinking In an 
enormous 
quantity of sweet nectar, until they 
become 
converted 
into 
veritable 
honey pots. 
They are used, in fact, 
as honey pots, to which the 
other 
ants 
bring 
their 
surplus 
store 
of 
sweets, and from which they draw a 
supply 
wlien 
they are pressed by 
hunger. 
Now these ants, 
distended 
with sweet juices, are sold by measurft 
in the Mexican markets. 


In conclusion, it may be said that 
all civilized races- are insect 
eaters 
unconsciously. 
There 
is 
a 
small 
beetle, 
known 
as the corn 
weevil, 
which infests grain to an enormous 
extent, 
It has been known to damage 
hopelessly a cargo of wheat 
worth 
$80,000 during the voyage across the 
Atlantic; while even the cleanest and 
best wheat, after it has been stored 
for a period, Is almost certain to har- 
bor at least a few of these 
pests. 
And when this wheat is 
converted 
Into flour, the beetles are ground up 
with It, and thus become a part of our 
bread, cakes and confections,—From 
the Scientific American, 


Indians Cling to Tribal Lnngimge. 
The Euche Indians, 500 in number, 
who live in a remote part of 
the 
Creek nation, cling to their own lan- 
guage and marry principally among 
their own tribe, after being conquered 
and absorbed by the Creek 
Indians 
more than 200 years ago. 
In some 
cases a Euche may marry a Creek, 
and the children will speak to the 
father in the Euche language and to 
the mother in Creek. 


Koah Gregory, a well known Euche 
Indian, In recalling some of these cir- 
cumstances, 
says he can 
remember 
when his father used to punish him 
for talking 
Creek 
at 
home. 
The 
Creeks conquered the Euches in Ala- 
bama so many years ago that 
the 
story is only tradition, the latter be- 
ing given the full rights and privi- 
leges of the Creek citizens. 
Most of 
the tribe are full bloods, owing to the 
fact 
that 
they 
marry 
principally 
among themselves. 
The district in 
which they live is in the mountainous 
region of the Creek nation, which lies 
between Weelocha and a point south- 
west of Bristow.—Muskogee

Buffalo Herds. 


"There are, all told, not more than 
1500 buffalo remaining In the United 
States and Canada," said Mr, C. J. 
Jones, of Grand Canyon, Ariz, 
Mr. 
Jones has for years borne the sobri- 
quet of "Buffalo Jones," because of 
his efforts to perpetuate the 
bison 
breed. 
He is also distinguished for 
his successful experiments in crossing 
the buffalo with the domestic cattle, 
producing

animal,

has given 
the 
name 
of 
"catalo." 


"The largest single herd of buffalo 
remaining," said he, "is owned by the 
Flathead Indians, of Montana—about 
400. 
Tile second largest is on the 
Austin Corbin estate, In New Hamp- 
shire. 
Next comes the herd of Scotty 
Phllllpfl, in North Dakota, and there 
is also a fair herd on the big ranch of 
Mr, Goodnight, 
in the Texas 
pan- 
handle. 
The catalo, a cross between 
the bison and common cattle, is an 
animal that has the traits of both pro- 
genitors; 
not so wild and hard 
to 
manage as the buffalo, and yet a good 
bit shyer than its dam,"—Washing- 
ton Herald.

offices in splendid palaces.

a few weeks tho two new white mar- 
ble palaces which are to be known 
simply as annexes to the House and 
the Senate, will be ready for occu- 
pation. 
Each is a beautiful struc- 
ture, costing $2,000,000, and. occu- 
pying an entire block, has a total 
frontage on its four sides of 
IT-l? 
feet, or about a third of a milo. 


These 
palaces arc 
in effect de- 
tached wings of the Capitol. 
They 
are gigantic oflice buildings, each of 
them occupying more ground 
than 
the Waldorf-Astoria 
in New 
York, 
The House Annex, which is not far 
from completion, 
will contain four 
hundred 
and 
ten 
ronms--oue 
for 
each Representative in Congross. with 
a few left over to provide for future 
increase in that membership of the 
great legislative body. 
The 
Senate 
Annex 
is divided Intp 
ninety-nine 
suites, oach 
comprising 
a private 
room for the Senator, a room for his 
secretary and a bath-room 
In both 
palaces will be employed a multitud^^ 
of uniformed menials, to wait npon 
the luxurious statesmen, and to make 
life as easy and comfortr.blo for them 
as possible. 


Servant's wages, rent, fuel, lights 
and all incidentals are paid by the 
Government. 
Tho 
apartments 
are 
beautifully furnished and 
decorated 
at Uncle Sam's expense. 
Meals will 
bo served In the rooms if desired. 
But in each palace Is a vast and su- 
perbly equipped dining-room, 
exclu- 
sively 
for 
legislators 
and 
their 
guests. 


The annexes will be connected by 
underground railways with the Capi- 
tol. 
In each palace one will find a 
subway station at the base of 
the 
rotunda, the most striking architec- 
tural feature of the palatial Annex. 
It is seventy-four feet In diameter, 
and 
extends upward 
clear 
through 
the four stories of the building, ter- 
minating in a superb 
dome 
under 
the roof. 
All of the space 
under- 
ground beneath its floor Is occupied 
by the subway station, likewise cir- 
cular, 
into 
which the 
trains 
come 
from the Capitol. 


The trains on this newest Ameri- 
can subway are worth ¿attention. 


They are 
composed of 
six tiny 
Bteel cars, each of them only sixteen 
feet long, under charge of a motor- 
man and conductor, both of 
whom 
are In the 
uniform of the 
United 
States Government. 


Senators, 
Representatives 
and 
those who have business with them 
will ride to and fro In the trains, 
which seem like toys in comparison 
with those that run above ground. All 
the cars are open on one side, the 
missing side being replaced 
merely 
by a safety rail, so that there U only 
one bench running lensjthwise. 
Pas- 
sengers, entering at either end. seat 
themselves upon this bench and look 
out through the open side of the car. 


The train runs through a tunnel 
which connects the Annex with the 
south end of the Capitol. 
This sub- 
way is seven hundred and fifty feet 
long, 
twenty-two 
feet 
wide, and 
eleven feet high. 
It has a curved 
roof, and along one side of It runs 
a walk six and a half feet in width, 
paved 
with 
concrete. 
Being 
lined 
with white vitrified brick and illumi- 
nated 
by 
electricity, 
the 
tunnel, 
though without any skylights, is al- 
most as light as day.—Rene Bache, 
in Harper's Weekly.

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Insects That Are Eaten. 


By Percy Collins, 


Probably few persons are aware 
th at insects» as a group, constitute a 
source of food supply for the races of 
mankind. 
Yet 
insects 
have been 
eaten from time immemorial, some­ 
t i m e s figuring as luxuries, at others 
as a staple article of diet. 
Perhaps 
the chief food insect— and a very im­ 
portant one, too— is the locust. 
It 
furnishes the favorite food of many 
numerous African tribes, some na­ 
tions living almost exclusively upon 
its teeming hordes. 
Locusts have 
been regarded as luxuries from the 
earliest time3 of which any records 
remain to us. 
In the British Museum 
there is a Ninevah sculpture showing 
men carrying different kinds of meat 
to some festival, and among them 
are some who carry long sticks to 
which locusts are tied. 
In Athens of 
old. locusts and grasshoppers were 
sold in the markets, and they were 
then preferred as dainties above the 
most succulent quails or the best figs. 
In the law of Moses, as set forth in 
the book of Leviticus, we find locusts 
permitted as food to the Jews; and 
to the present day, in Palestine, these 
insects are fried in sesame oil and 
eaten. 
In Arabia Petrea locusts are 
dried in the sun and ground into a 
kind of flour for cake-making. 
In 
Central Africa certain tribes make 
them into 
thick 
brown soup. 
In 
Madagascar they are baked in huge 
jars, then fried in grease and mixed 
with rice. 
In Algeria they are sim­ 
ply boiled in water and salted to 
taste. 
The Arabs grind and bake 
them as cakes, roast them in butter, 
or crush them with camel’s cheese 
and dates; but it is said th at they 
only resort to this fare in years of 
famine. 
In Southern Russia, where 
locusts are still extensively eaten by 
the serfs, the insects are usually 
smoked in the first instance like fish. 
When required for consumption, the 
legs and wings are broken off, and 
the bodies are then boiled, roasted, 
stewed, fried or broiled. 


According to Mr. P. L. Simmond3, 
who made an exhaustive study of 
strange kinds of animal food, the 
flavor of locusts, while strong and 
disagreeable when raw, becomes mild 
and readily disguised when cooked. 
In fact, from liis own experience, and 
th a t of several of his friends whom 
lie induced to partake of the fare, he 
assures us th at a broth made by boil­ 
ing the unfledged Calopteri (a Rocky 
Mountain species) for two hours in 
the proper quantity of water, and 
seasoned only with pepper and salt, is 
quite palatable and scarcely to be 
distinguished from beef broth. From 
the same authority we learn th at lo­ 
custs, fried in their own oil, and with 
the addition of a little salt, have 
quite a nutty flavor, and are by no 
means unpleasant eating. Indeed, the 
flavor very quickly becomes an “ac­ 
quired taste,” and the experienced lo­ 
cust eater grows very fond of it. That 
a judicious course of locust fare is 
wholesome and nourishing cannot be 
doubted, for locust-eating tribes in­ 
variably grow fat when the food is 
plentiful. 
Moreover, it has been sug­ 
gested 
that 
these 
insects, 
nicely 
cooked and served, would prove bene­ 
ficial in cases of wasting disease. 


Apart from locusts, the most pop­ 
ular insect food consists of grubs and 
caterpillars, of which many species 
are eaten with avidity in different 
countries of the civilized world. 
Few 
people realize that the grub of the 
common 
cockchafer 
(Melolontha), 
when properly dressed, forms a nu­ 
tritious and actually dainty food. Yet 
such 
is 
unquestionably 
the 
case. 
Twenty years or so ago, a banquet 
was given at the Cafe Custoza in 
Paris for the special purpose of dem­ 
onstrating the excellent qualities of 
the ver blanc, as this grub is called. 
The insects were fried to a golden 
brown color in a paste of flour, milk 
and eggs; and of the fifty guests pres­ 
ent, the majority called for a second 
helping. 
A recipe for cooking these 
grubs, which is still extensively em­ 
ployed in certain parts of France, is 
as follows: 
“Roil the vers blancs, 
which are short and fat, in flour and 
bread crumbs, with a little salt and 
pepper, and wrap them in a stout 
piece of paper, well buttered inside. 
Place it in the hot embers, and leave 
it to cook for twenty minutes, more 
or less, according to the degree of 
heat. On opening the envelope a very 
appetizing odor exhales, which dis­ 
poses one favorably to taste the deli­ 
cacy, which will be more appetizing 
than snails, and will be declared one 
of the finest delicacies ever tasted.” 


That the ancient Romans were 
very partial to a large wood-boring 
grub as a .dainty is certain, but exact­ 
ly what this insect was has never yet 
been 
satisfactorily 
explained. 
The 
Romans called it “Cossus;” but the 
Cossus of our day is the grub of the 
large goat moth, at times so destruc­ 
tive to fruit trees. 
This insect pos­ 
sesses a very 
objectionable 
odor, 
which seems to indicate an equally 


unpleasant taste, so that it seems un­ 
likely that epicures of the past can 
have found in it any 
attractions. 
Some naturalists are inclined to re­ 
gard the grub of the Stag beetle as 
the original “Cossus,” and certainly 
its larva is sufficiently large to make 
a juicy mouthful, while there is no 
reason to suppose that it would provo 
less appetizing than the ver blanc. 
On the whole, however, the larva of 
the large wood-boring beetle known 
as Priouus seems most likely to have 
been the Roman dainty. 
It is found 
all over Europe in half-decayed oak 
trees, grows to a great size, and un­ 
questionably possesses culinary possi­ 
bilities. 


So far as the writer is aware, tha 
only butterfly distinguished by sup­ 
plying food to mankind is the Aus­ 
tralian species called by the natives 
“Bugong.” Regularly every year this 
insect congregates in vast swarms on 
the rock slopes of the Bugong Moun­ 
tains, and it is said that the natives 
light great fires beneath the trees 
upon 
which 
the 
butterflies 
have 
settled for the night, thus suffocating 
them and bringing them to earth. 
When a sufficient quantity has been 
collected, the flre is cleared away, and 
the insects are spread upon the heat­ 
ed ground and raked about until their 
legs, wings and feelers are singed off. 
The bodies are then pounded into a 
pulp in a wooden vessel, and after­ 
ward made into cakes, 


Among the insects that are eaten 
it is necessary to include the famous 
grugru, or palm grub, of the West 
Indies, with the allied species found 
in Java. 
These grubs, when roasted 
on tiny spits and richly spiced, are 
said to surpass all other kinds of ani­ 
mal food in flavor. 
This, however, 
appears to be an acquired taste, for 
the traveler Leblond, who ate them in 
the Isle of Reunion, says that at first 
he thought them disgusting, but that 
after a little time he grew accus­ 
tomed to them, and found them ex­ 
cellent. 


Many other insects have been, and 
are, used as dainties. 
The ancient 
Greeks were very fond of cicadas, 
or harvest flies— insects of a very 
wide geographical range, whose shrill 
note is a familiar 
country 
sound 
throughout the Southern States dur­ 
ing the summer season. 
Cicadas are 
also eaten to-day by certain African 
tribes. 
The Greeks also were eaters 
of crickets; 
nor are these insects 
neglected at the present day, for the 
natives of a large portion of South­ 
eastern Africa dig up a large subter­ 
ranean species, and roast it over a 
bright fire for food. 


In China, where almost every kind 
of animal food, whether predisposing 
in aspect or the reverse, finds a ready 
market, the chrysalids or silkworms 
are regarded as a luxury by the lower 
classes. 
They are sold in the streets 
— after the valuable cocoons of yel­ 
low silk have been removed from 
them— and find willing buyers at a 
price equal to about ten cents per 
pound. 
As to their edible qualities, 
nothing can be said, for no civilized 
being has proved bold enough to taste 
the dish. 
The mere fact that the 
chrysalids are relished by the Chinese 
goes for nothing, it being impossible 
to place any confidence in the national 
palate of a race which actually raises 
the grubs of bluebottle flies in heaps 
of putrid fish near the seacoast, and 
values the produce mere highly than 
the facility of obtaining it would lead 
us to believe. 


It is related by M. Daguin that 
French peasant children are in the 
habit of catching wild bees for the 
purpose of sqeezing from them the 
minute store of honey which each has 
collected. 
This reminds one of the 
use made of the Mexican honey ant. 
Those who have paid any attention 
to the natural history of this rem ark­ 
able insect will be aware that certain 
individuals in its colonies have the 
power of drinking in an enormous 
quantity of sweet nectar, until they 
become 
converted 
into 
veritable 
honey pots. 
They are used, in fact, 
as honey pots, to which the other 
ants bring their surplus store of 
sweets, and from which they draw a 
supply 
when 
they are pressed by 
hunger. 
Now these ants, distended 
with sweet juices, are sold by measure 
in the Mexican markets. 


In conclusion, it may be said that 
all civilized races- are insect eater3 
unconsciously. 
There 
is 
a 
small 
beetle, known as the corn weevil, 
which infests grain to an enormous 
extent, 
It has been known to damage 
hopelessly a cargo of wheat worth 
$80,000 during the voyage across the 
Atlantic; while even the cleanest and 
best wheat, after it has been stored 
for a period, is almost certain to har­ 
bor at least a few of these pests. 
And when this wheat is converted 
into flour, the beetles are ground up 
with it, and thus become a part of our 
bread, cakes and confections.— From 
the Scientific American.

KEW 
RAILROAD 
SIGNALS, 


Device Which Catches Engineer's AN 
lention When Approaching Signals* 


Germany recently has been having 
its share of the same epidemic of rail­ 
road 
disasters which aroused 
the 
American public a year ago, and tho 
large number of accidents which were 
traced to the failure of engine drivers 
to see signals has caused the Prussian 
Railway Administration to adopt a 
new signal apparatus. 
The feature 
of the new system lies in the warning 
given the engineer that he is ap­ 
proaching a signal about 110 yards 
before the signal itself is actually 
reached. 
This is accomplished by the 
use of an electric cab signal system, 
which rouses the driver’s attention 
by ringing a bell and exposing a 
white slide directly before his eyes in 
the cab. 
With his attention thus 
stimulated the driver will have no ex­ 
cuse for running by a signal in a fog. 
This combination of outside and in­ 
side apparatus does away with the ob­ 
jection railroad men have made to 
signal devices before the engineer’s 
eyes in the cab. which they believed 
would tend to make him pay less at­ 
tention to the line or road stretching 
before him. 
Watching from the loco­ 
motive is absolutely necessary for the 
safety of the train, and would grad­ 
ually be left unperformed if attention 
was distracted entirely to the little 
signal apparatus in the cab. 


The apparatus now used in Prussia 
on several railroads is as follows: At 
a fixed distance from the signal post 
two parallel iron bars with a small 
space between them are mounted 
along the track for several yards. 
There is attached to the locomotive 
an arm which carries a bristly broom 
made of pliable copper wires. 
The 
passage of this broom between the 
iron bars produces a contact which is 
intense and free from concussion. An 
electrical action follows upon the 
mechanism in the cab, a bell sounds, 
and a white slide replaces a red. The 
sign remains plainly visible to the eye 
until the engineer presses a button. 
He knows definitely that a signal is to 
be expected, and if he cannot clearly 
make out the order intended will stop 
the train.— New York Times. 


Indians Cling to Tribal Language. 
The Euche Indians, 500 in number, 
who live in a remote part of the 
Creek nation, cling to their own lan­ 
guage and marry principally among 
their own tribe, after being conquered 
and absorbed by the Creek Indians 
more than 200 years ago. 
In some 
cases a Euche may marry a Creek, 
and the children will speak to the 
father in the Euche language and to 
the mother in Creek. 


Noah Gregory, a well known Euche 
Indian, in recalling some of these cir­ 
cumstances, says he can remember 
when his father used to punish him 
for talking Creek at home. 
The 
Creeks conquered the Euches in Ala­ 
bama so many years ago that the 
story is only tradition, the latter be­ 
ing given the full rights and privi­ 
leges of the Creek citizens. 
Most of 
the tribe are full bloods, owing to the 
fact that 
they 
marry 
principally 
among themselves. 
The district in 
which they live is in the mountainous 
region of the Creek nation, which lies 
between Weelocha and a point south­ 
west of Bristow.— Muskogee Corre­ 
spondence Kansas City Journal. 
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Buffalo Herds. 


"There are, all told, not more than 
1500 buffalo remaining in the United 
States and Canada,” said Mr. C. J. 
Jones, of Grand Canyon, Ariz. 
Mr. 
Jones has for years borne the sobri­ 
quet of “Buffalo Jones,” because of 
his efforts to perpetuate the bison 
breed. 
He is also distinguished for 
his successful experiments in crossing 
the buffalo with the domestic cattle, 
producing a high bred animal, to 
which he has given the name of 
“catalo.” 


“The largest single herd of buffalo 
remaining,” said he, “is owned by the 
Flathead Indians, of Montana— about 
400. 
The second largest is on the 
Austin Corbin estate, in New Hamp­ 
shire. 
Next comes the herd of Scotty 
P hilips, in North Dakota, and there 
is also a fair herd on the big ranch of 
Mr. Goodnight, in the Texas pan­ 
handle. 
The catalo, a cross between 
the bison and common cattle, is an 
animal that has the traits of both pro­ 
genitors; not so wild and hard to 
manage as the buffalo, and yet a good 
bit shyer than its dam .”— Washing­ 
ton Herald.

CONGRESS AS A LANDLORD 


Our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress 
will 
soon 
have their 
offices in splendid palaces. 
Within 
a few weeks the two new white mar­ 
ble palaces which are to be known 
simply as annexes to the House and 
the Senate, will be ready for occu­ 
pation. 
Each is a beautiful struc­ 
ture, costing $2,500,000, and, occu­ 
pying an entire block, has a total 
frontage on its four sides of 1747 
feet, or about a third of a mile. 


These 
palaces arc 
in effect de­ 
tached wings of the Capitol. 
They 
are gigantic office buildings, each of 
them occupying more ground than 
tho Waldorf-Astoria in New York. 
The House Annex, which is not far 
from completion, will contain four 
hundred and 
ten room s--one 
for 
each Representative in Congress. with 
a few left over to provide for future 
increase in that membership of the 
great legislative body. 
The Senate 
Annex 
is divided intp 
ninety-nine 
suites, each 
comprising 
a private 
room for the Senator, a room for his 
secretary and a bath-room 
In both 
palaces will be employed a multitude 
of uniformed menials, to wait upon 
the luxurious statesmen, and to make 
life as easy and comfortable for them 
w 
m 


as possible. 


Servant’s wages, rent, fuel, lights 
and all incidentals are paid by the 
Government. 
The 
apartments 
are 
beautifully furnished and decorated 
at Uncle Sam’s expense. 
Meals will 
be served in the rooms if desired. 
But in each palace is a vast and su­ 
perbly equipped dining-room, exclu­ 
sively 
for 
legislators 
and 
their 
guests. 


The annexes will be connected by 
underground railways with the Capi­ 
tol. 
In each palace one will find a 
subway station at the base of the 
rotunda, the most striking architec­ 
tural feature of the palatial Annex. 
It is seventy-four feet in diameter, 
and extends upward clear through 
the four stories of the building, ter­ 
minating in a superb dome under 
the roof. 
All of the space under­ 
ground beneath its floor is occupied 
by the subway station, likewise cir­ 
cular, into which the trains come 
from the Capitol. 


The trains on this newest Ameri­ 
can subway are worth attention. 


They are 
composed of 
six tiny 
steel cars, each of them only sixteen 
feet long, under charge of a motor- 
m an and conductor, both of whom 
are in the 
uniform of the 
United 
States Government. 


Senators, 
Representatives 
and 
those who have business with them 
will ride to and fro in the trains, 
which seem like toys in comparison 
with those that run above ground. All 
the cars are open on one side, the 
missing side being replaced merely 
by a safety rail, so that there i* only 
one bench running lengthwise. Pas­ 
sengers, entering at either end, seat 
themselves upon this bench and look 
out through the open side of the car. 


The train runs through a tunnel 
which connects the Annex with the 
south end of the Capitol. 
This sub­ 
way is seven hundred and fifty feet 
long, 
twenty-two 
feet 
wide, and 
eleven feet high. 
It has a curved 
roof, and along one side of it runs 
a walk six and a half feet in width, 
paved with concrete. 
Being lined 
with white vitrified brick and illumi­ 
nated 
by 
electricity, 
the 
tunnel, 
though without any skylights, is al­ 
most as light as day.— Rene Bache, 
in H arper’s Weekly.
